of awe, who was formerly employed on the 
Wells farm in pleasant Prairie, has the 
most original hard lack story told in many 
•days. Bays the Kenosha News. 

Anderson's parents reside in tho neigh- 
borhood of Union Grove nnd ho had been 
reared as a farmer boy, but a abort time 
ago he decided that the big city of Chicago 
was just watting for men like himself and 
he planned to invaid it. 

Ho saw an advertisement from ono of 
tho fake employment bureaus in one of the 
farm papers and answered it. Tho firm 
was known as "The W, C. Young Em- 
ployment Bureau" nnd ( H mado a specialty 
of securing positions for farm boys in tho 
city. AndeMOn got into communication 
with the company nnd in a short time be 
discovered; that he was expected to pay 95 
for a membership in the bureau. 

Anderson gave up tho $5 and this was 
the start of the trouble. After this be was 
notified that in order to insure hia posi- 
tion in one of the banks of Chicago ho 
would have to pay $25 more, but tbo com- 
pany would allow this amount to be paid 
at the rate of 82 a wees:, Anderson slaved 
away on the farm, and each week sent into 
tbe company's coffers the 92 nod when the 
amount bad been paid up Anderson noti- 
fied the manager of the company that be 
was coming to claim his position. 

Ho went to Chicago and hurried to the 
address that bad been given htm, only to 
find that the number was a, large office 
building and W. C. Young had never been 
heard of by any of the tenants, of the build- 
ing, Anderson haa been informed that 
a room bad been engaged forhnu nt-S-l 
Rush street, nnd when ho wont out to look 
for tho room he found that tbo place was a 
largo wholesale tobucco.hduBO^ Young was 
not known at this place, 

Anderson remained in Chicago a few 
days looking for work, and failing to find it 
and with bis, money exhausted ho footed it 
to Kenosha, It in probable that some 
farmer could secure a decidedly contented 
workor by consulting Anderson, and it Is 
to. be hoped that bis experience will provo 
as a warning to other boyB to keep away 
from employment bureaus.

The 
cases are being quarantined as fast as they, 
develop and tbo quarantine is being strict-.

If, as the records of tho Interstate Com- 
merce Commission show, the majority of 
tbo injuries and fatalities on our railroads 
are due to collisions and derailments; and 
if, as unfortunately scorns to be the case, 
the management of our railroads is unable 
to reduce tbo number of accidents of this 
kin. I; in other words, if derailments and 
Collisions ure, under existing conditions, 
an inevitable ioaturo of modern railroad' 
ing— -then perhaps tho best thing we can 
do is to render ouY rolling stock, and par* 
ticnlnrlv our passenger cars, as collision- 
proof as possible, ' 

The steel car is collision-proof. 

A few years ago, a certain company be- 
gan to build steel j freight cars; and, of 
course, tho first of those that wero sent out 
upon tho road wero not long in running 
nto a smash-up. Here they demonstrated, 

once, their ability to stand an. amount 
of pounding, crushing, and wrenching 
which would reduce a wooden car to the

(rack. In this case tbe injuries to the 
passengers will be only such as nra due to 
their being thrown violently around, and 
will generally be limited to cuts and 
hruisos, Tbo all-steel cars of tbo New 
York Subway, and the composite cars with 
steel undor-frnmes, have probably already 
raved more lives and limbs of tbe public 
than tho operating company would care to

would haro been very much longer. 

Tho Interstalo Commerce Commission 
has accomplished a splendid work in on- 
forcing automatic coupling and tho ap- 
plication of the uis brake. It may be loo 
early yet, but the time is surely coming 
when tbe same Commission will urge or 
enforce upon our railroads the use of steel 
cars. For obvious reasons such n great 
and expensive change could only be brought 
about gradually; but it will surely come, 
probably by the voluntary act of the rail- 
roads, and as tbe result of a growing ap- 
preciation of the safeiy and ultimate econ- 
omy of this durable form of construction.

reason to believe they havo been .exposed 
to the disease or not. Dr. Stevens is re- 
garded as a very competent official, and 
will no donbt enforce all regulations neces- 
sary to prevent the spread of the disease* 
There are of course many different theor- 
ies as to how the smallpox was first brought 
to the village, but the ono most generally 
accepted appears to bo that tbe disease 
first originated with John Rom pesky, who 
died at his home near Bristol about three 
weeks ago, Mr. Rompesky, who had been 
working among- the ice cutters for come 
time, come home sick and died very and-' 
denly. It is now believed -that, ho died- 
from smallpox and considerable weight is 
given to this theory by the fact' that two of 
his brothers oro now sick with tbe disease 
and that their case was the first ono to be 
pronounced genuine smallpox by tho health 
officer, Dr. Stevens. Rom pesky was given 
a public funeral and it is believed that all 
who attended have been exposed to the 
disease.. Father 
officiated at the funeral 
with it.,, Mies Maud Benedict, one of the 
most popular and best known young ladies 
and teachers of Bristol, has it, and ber 
school has been closed nnd a general vac- 
cination of the scholars ordered. Three of 
tho other schools in tho village havo been 
closed and will not be opened atrain until 
all danger of contagion spreading among 
tho scholars is passed. The danger of an 
epidemic is increased by the fact that the 
disease is in its most malignant form nnd 
of a most virulent nature. The cases are 
similar to' those recently developed nt Win- 
throp Harbor and not in the imld form 
tbnt was so prevalent in Wisconsin three 
winters ngo, 

The report circulated here tho foro part 
of tbe week to the effect that . there were 
eleven cases at Camp Lake proves to ho 
false, there being only ono case there to 
the knowledge of tho authorities. 

Dr. Fahrney Dies, 

Dr. Peter Fahraey, millionaire head of 
the Dr. Peter Fahmey & Sons Company, 
medicine manufacturers, died at his home, 
1074 Warren avenue, Chicago, on Sunday, 
from heart trouble, superinduced by a 
bo vera cold contracted at Pulm Bench, 
Florida. 

Dr. Fahrney was born at Qutncy, Pa. . in 
1840. Ho was graduated from tho Jeffer- 
son Medical College of Philadelphia in 
1804 and then enme to Polo, III. He came 
to Chicago in 1809. 

Dr. Fahrney was a liberal giver to char- 
ity. He recently bought tho old family 
homestead, consisting of nearly 300 acres, 
at Sun Mar, Md,, and founded thereon the 
F&brnoy Memorial Old Folks' Home, and 
bis yearly contributions to various worthy 
charities amounted to thousands of dollars. 

Ho was well known in this vicinity nnd 
throughout Lake county. 

His widow and five children survive 
him.' 

The funeral was held from the family 
residence at 1:30 Tuesday afternoon, in- 
terment at Graceland. ■

John Alexadder Dowie has leftZion City 
sever to return. 

He will establish his headquarters In old 
Mexico, and tbore, surrounded by his chief 
advisers, will plan a general exodus of his 
followers from the United. States. 

This report startled Zioa City Monday. 
At every corner stood groups of followers 
of tho "First Apoetlo" of the "Christian 
Catholic Church" eagerly discussing thd 
new move that then: leader is about to 
make. 

' It i& not likely that Zion wilt be dis- 
mantled at once. The investment of cap- 
ital there is too great, but it is practically 
settled that a large contingent wilt go 
south as soon as the site in Mexico is defin- 
itely decided upon, and that all expansion 
at the Illinois plant wilt bo stopped.

FAIL T O TAKT THE LAND 

OPTIONS ON MANY FARMS 
HAVE EXPIRED 



What the LlbortjTille Independent 

Has to Say In Regard to the 

Big Land Denl 

The big land deal, concerning which the 
Independent has published in tho tasl few 
weeks all details possible to obtain, and 
which has attracted attention not alone in 
Lake county, but throughout the west be- 
cause of the magnitude of the proposed 
enterprise to locate on tho property, lias 
apparently, to use the expression of one of 
tbe farmers whose land was optioned, 
"gone up in the air." 

It had been understood that options on 
the greater portion of the three thousand 
acres under contract would expire on the 
28th oC February and . until that time 
nothing definite was anticipated and con- 
sequently nil waited with impatience to 
see what tbe promoters would do. 

So far as we can learn not one of tho 
options, and a majority have expired, bos 
been taken up, not an acre purchased. 
While we have attempted to learn from 
those in a position to know if the company 
bas entirely abandoned its intention of 
acquiring land in tbe vicinity of Liberty- 
villa or Rondout, we have been unable to 
do so. An attorney who has represented 
the promoters positively refused to either 
deny or affirm the rumor. It is the general 
belief that none of tho options yet to expire 
will be taken up, in fact thatthe company 
will not go ahead with its plans. 

Some weeks ago it #as staled that the 
Northwestern railroad company had offered 
the Flagler people a sito nlontr their new 
extension to be built northward from Luke 
Bluff if they would locate there. It was 
snid the land was to be given to tbe com- 
pany by the railroad. It is believed that 
the steel company is now investigating if 
not actually having agreed to accept this 
site. If they decide to locate there it is 
probable the deal will be shorn of IU spec- 
ulative complexion so far as acquiring 
large adjoining tract*; and only the land 
actually necessary for the .proposed stall 
industry, be acquired. ^ ' 

In connection with the deal a fdory is 
going the rounds that Mr, John Bradley, 
who obtained options on a great sbare of 
the three thousand acres, may be forced to 
take over somo of the land himself. Mr. 
Bradley, it Is presumed,, bad authority to 
notify certain owners, for instance the Gal- 
loway estate, that their land had been 
accepted and to secure their abstrucrs. 
This the owners did, and while minor 
flaws were pointed out by attorneys for the 
Flagler people, still the land owners are 
prepared to rectify them and will insist 
that under their contract the land be taken 
and paid for. Not having assigned tho 
options wlich were mado out to Mr. Brad- 
ly, he became personally liable when he 
agreed to take the land, and tbe opinion is 
expressed that unless the company will 
take tbe land Mr. Bradly will have, at tho 
price he apreed to pay. We are unable to 
interview Mr, Bradley, hut understand 
from one who has talked with him, that 
he is not worrying over the matter, in fact 
declares there -is nothing in tbe story. 
However, many hereabouts believe be is 
putting on a bold front in tbe face of a 
serious predicament. 

Two or three local parlies thought they 
saw an opportunity to make some money 
by getting options on land they believed 
tbe promoters would want and then Bell- 
ing it at an advance. They aro out their 
option money, in one case we know of 
$200, still they have the experience. 

Both the Waukegan papers claim the 
Flaeter people will not locate at Liberty- 
villc because of the articles appearing in 
the Independent relative to methods of tbe 
promoters. Flagler is said to bo in a huff 
in consequence. The Gazette claims none 
of tho land in Libcrtyville under option 
will be token, excepting possibly tho 'Gal- 
loway farm, Tbe inference is that tbe 
company would not take this estate unless 
it wore compelled to. 

The,abeurdity of accrediting failuo of a 
five million dollar corporation to locate on 
land near Libertyvillo because tho Inde- 
pendent criticised the peculiar methods of 
its agents is apparent. What a fallacy! 

Faith in tho Ftngler deal never bas been 
strong in Libertyvillo. It has turned out 
as antirdpatcd.

Theodore Koosuvolt Saturday was 
nworn In . na tlio twenty-sixth PresU 
dent of the IT ill tod St u lea uf America 
before a crowd variously estimated at 
GO.GOO to 100,000 persons. Chosen by 
the ballots of (ho people Inst Novem- 
ber to succeed himself ns President, ho 
took tbe solemn oath to execute tbo 
laws nnd preserve, protect and defend 
tbo Constitution. 

The dny broke cloudy and with a 
Tory Blight full of rolu, hut the sun 
■oon emerged, the rain censed and the 
clouds partlully dispersed. At 10 
o'clock, when the escort Htnrted for the 
Capitol, tlie weather conditions wcro 
falnrly propitious. The air wan clear 
and bul in y, with a temperature of 50 
degrees and only a Blight breeze stir- 
ring. 

President Roosevelt's face lucked the 
sadness It showed when he took the 
jpatno oath almost four years ago, at 
the death bed of William ilcKlnley. 
Then be bud ridden many lonciy miles 
over storm-swept mountain roadg to. 
reach the tragic rfceiio of bis elovntlou; 
Saturday be was escorted along the 
nation's grundest avenue from tbo 
White llouso to tin* home of Congress 
between two densely pneked lines of 
bis countrymen gnthered from every 
quarter to cheer hi in and wish him 
godspeed In the cumtng four years. 
Then he had said, with choking mice: 
"It shall be my aim to contluuc abso- 
lutely the policies of President Mc- 
Klnley for the pence, prosperity nnd 
honor of our beloved country." Satur- 
day he left It for tits fellow citizens, 
who had honored him with a greater 
majority than ever before given, to 
judge wl#, itbor or nut he had redeemed 
that pledge. 

When he entered the White llouso 
the youngest President In his country's 
history, besides the vast responsibili- 
ties of his tdllce, he received as a 
heritage MoKlnley's dearest ntubltlou 
to become more uiul more with the 
years the President of all the people. 

Saturday there were represented in 
the throngs that had journeyed hliher 
to greet President Roosevelt men 
from the North, South, Kust and West, 
and from distant Islands of the seas;

bombs that burnt with the effect thnt 
would be made by 50,000 rockets.

HEAVY COST OF IN AUGURATION. 

Kipcntei Will Probably Total H in tier 
than Uanal. 

An Inauguration is no cheap affair, 
Money — barrels of It — Is required to pre- 
pare for the comfort of the visitors. The 
great fund that is necessary always Is 
guaranteed by Washington's citizens, 
who In turn ore repaid by the visitors 
to the capita! from the four corners of 
the nation. Tho inaugural guarantee 
fund, im It Is called, was contributed this 
year by 200 iadlvldualH, whose contribu- 
tions ranged from ?5 to ¥1,000. 

It cost about $70,000 to meet the ex- 
penses of the McKlnlcy Inaugural of 
1U01, while his first Inaugural cost $01),- 
000. The expenses of President Clove- 
hind's second Inaugural, in 1803, were 
$6(1,000, and those for the Inauguration 
of President Harrison In 188U, $75,000. 
It [a probable that owing to the Increas- 
ed coot of labor and materials the ex- 
pense* of President Roosevelt's Inaugura- 
tion hats been larger than Is usual.

any event, the house stands rrndy to 
concur In any reasonable am em! incuts 
tlint m«y be tnekeil on to the bill by 
ho senate, so that favorable action by 
hA- bUer. boHy means the enact men t 
of tlie measure Into law. 

It is gc ii orally expected that the sen- 
tile will either eliminate or amend that 
section of the bill which provides tlint 
where two comities comprise a sena- 
torial district not more than two candi- 
dates for the legislature shall reside in 
one county, nnd where three or more 
counties are included In a district no 
two candidates for this otllce shall 
come from the same county. The con* 
t-titutionnllty of this clause already has 
been questioned and unless the mem- 
bers of the senate nre convinced in 
tlio men n time that the section Is valid, 
it will likely be stricken out, 

Attorney Gcncrnl'H Opinion. 

Attorney General Stead was one of 
tho first to express the opinions lint 
tills section of the bill Is unconstitu- 
tional. He believes the place of resi- 
lience of a candidate cuuuot he re- 
stricted to a certain county of n di*- 
trlct any more thnn It could he re- 
stricted to n certain street. Lieutenant 
Governor Sherman Is of the snme opin- 
ion, although other competent Inwyers 
nmong the nsscmblytneu are Inclined tu 
tho opinion that this section will stand 
the test of law. 

Interest todny Is centered In the 
prospective nctlon of the house tomor- 
row, when Representative Allen re- 
news his motion for n reconsideration 
of the action of the house lust "Wednes- 
day In referring back to the commit- 
tee on elections the Wilson -Howies elec- 
tion contest from the Will county dis- 
trict. A change of sentiment has de- 
veloped since the inntter was before 
the house and It is probable that the 
house will not only reconsider Its ac- 
tion of Inst week but will vote, without 
further delny, to unseat BowIab, who' Is 
a Democrat, nnd give the place to Wil- 
son, who made the race on the Tro- 
hibltlon platform. 

Charges and Counter Charts, 

More party feeling has developed 
over tho election contests than nny 
other matter since the session opened. 
Charges of bad fnltli on the part of 
tho Democrats are freely made and, on 
the other hand, tho Democrats accuse 
the Republicans of being whipped Into 
line In support of the administration, 
even when they know the administra- 
tion is In the wrong. In nny event 
It appear* probable that the majority 
will vote to seat the Prohibitionist In- 
stead of the Democratic contcstee, and 
In the Cooke-MeCaskrin contest from 
Rock- Island county will vote to seat 
McCaskrin, who was elected as nn In- 
dependent, but who has always been a 
Republican, Instead of Cooke, the 
Democratic contestant. 

It is claimed by Chairman Bailey, 
of the house committee on elections, 
that the Democratic memhera of the 
commltteo induced the committee to 
adopt tho oplnlon.of Attorney General 
Stead In counting tho ballots In the 
Oookc-McCask'rin contest and then 
sought to apply some other method of 
counting the ballots In tho other con- 
tosts, with the object of gaining a 



member In tho result. When the 
minority falli-d to vote to sent Wilson 
over Howies Chairman ■Iliiilry became 
angry utul withdrew tils name from the 
nsnjorlty report en tlio Cookc-McCns- 
krln contest, which recommended the 
seating of Cooke. Chairman Unlley 
now threatens to expose thn Demo- 
cratic commit tec mcmlwrs on tho door 
of the house tomorrow, by showing 
that they voted one way In committee 
nesslon nnd exactly opposite on the 
door of the house. The Indications nro 
that the debate on this subject will be 
exceedingly warm. 

Sn1U>«( of Good Honda, 

Formers and other land owners of 
Illinois nre to he educated on the suli- 
Ject of good roads. This is the plan 
of the house committee on good roads. 
Meetings nre to bo held nt various 
points over tin* state, particularly In 
those sections from which come the 
strongest protests against a pood roads 
law, for the purpose of Informing tlio 
people regarding the cost nnd results 
of good ronds, ns well as to hear from 
tli" objectors" their reasons for oppos- 
ing the proposed legislation. Meet- 
ings already have been decided upon 
at Rack Island, llloomlngton, Uttiiwn, 
Carbondale and tho country nround 
Champaign. Besides visiting these 
points a sub-committee will go Into In- 
tlloiui nnd Ohio, visiting points In these 
stntes where hard road construction 
has been in progress for some years, 
to Investigate the results of a practical 
application of n good rands law. 

Since the hard ronds bill was In- 
tioduccd into tho house It has been 
worked over Into a practically new 
measure and when It Is reported out by 
the committee will be hardly rec- 
ognizable. The aim of the committee 
has been to cheapen the cost of hard 
rond construction nnd it has; succeeded 
to n marked degree, 

Km ploy m nn I for Farmers. 

One of the prlnclpnl chnnges made 
In the bill allows of the fnrmcrs them- 
selves hauling the stone from the rail- 
road tracks to the ronds under con- 
struction and provides for the employ- 
ment of the farmers, under pay, Im the 
work of construction. In communities 
where material is nvnllnble at less cost 
tlinn the product of convict labor, this 
may lie used. 

It Is cstlmntod that 100 carloads of 
crushed stone can he turned out daily 
from the two penitentiaries of the 
wtnte, for use In linrd road construc- 
tion. Tlio railroads have shown a dis- 
position to aid In the hard roads cam- 
paign by making a nominal * freight 
rate for hauling the material, so that 
It can be delivered to nny point in the 
state at a very low figure. Alt the 
rollers, crushers nnd other machinery 
necessary In tho work of construction 
cfin be manufactured In tho machine 
simps of tlie penitentiaries and fur- 
nished by the state wherever needed. 
Another feature advocated by some of 
the committee members Is the gradual 
elimination of tho otilcc of county or 
township rond supervisor, for tho hanl 
ronds will be maintained under tlie 
control of the Htnte good ronds com- 
mission nnd tlio expense of tho road, 
supervisor's otllce thus be saved. 
Tu Cut Down Expenses. 

Senator Gardner nnd Representative 
Tmutmnnn, chairmen of tho commit- 
tees on appropriations of> the two 
houses, nre figuring day nnd night to 
cut down the expenditures of the gen- 
eral assembly to a reasonable llgure. 
Already more than $'20,000,000 has 
been asked for by tlie beads of vari- 
ous state Institutions nnd for tho 
establishment of now boards and Im- 
provements. As It is nlmed to scale 
down the appropriations to $14,000,000 
for tlie two years ending July 1, 1007, 
considerable paring has to bo done. It 
is probable that the $250,000 iiBkod for 
the establishment of a colony for. 
epileptics will ho refused. 

In addition to the money already 
asked for, Secretary of Stnto Rose will 
have Introduced this week a bill pro- 
viding for nn appropriation of $200,000 
to repair the cnpltol building. It Is 
likely tlint tills bill will be passed. A 
slm liar measure was passed by both 
house* two years ago, but was vetoed 
by Governor Yates. Tlie expenditure 
is now considered Imperative. The 
stale architect has been busy for 
some time oxnmlnlng the state 
house and figuring on tbo repairs 
necessary and It Is estimated' that 
$2<50,000 is the least amount that will 
put tlie big structure In proper condi- 
tion!, Most of this amount will he 
used In the construction of a new roof. 
The old roof is In a bod state of decay 
and unless a new ono Is put on with- 
out delay hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of damage to tho Interior of 
the building Is certain to follow. Tlie 
plumbing of the building needs over- 
hauling and considerable space that 
la novo wasted can bo utilized as soon 
as 1ho funds are forthcoming. 
Will Bo Busy Weak.. 

A great amount of work will bo ac- 
complished by the legislators this 
week. While the announcement of 
the standing committees of the house 
by Speaker Shurtleff Inst Saturday 
caused the usual amount of .soreness 
^n the part of disappointed members, 
"tho selections generally ere believed to 
have been Judicious ones.

The anti-Standard Oil resolution, In- 
troduced in the house by Representa- 
tive McGoorty, has, apparently, been 
lost In committee. After passing tho 
house the measure wub sent to the sen- 
ate and has not been heard from since,

Two Fectlonn of Iiimimirnt Train In 
Collision Scur 1*1 Unhurt;. 

Two sections of tin Iinuigur.il train 
from Cleveland nn the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg bra tt elt »f the Pennsylvania 
system were wrecked In a rear-end 
collision iieai* Kins worth, ton miles 
from Pittsburg:, Friday evening. It M 
believed Hint at least thirty person* 
were killed, and the number may 
reach sixty, while fully sixty -wore In- 
jured. The wreckage burned and It 
Is feared many bodies were cremated. 
Shortly ufter the Jlrst report of the 
wreck wits received word criuc that 
ghouls were robbing the bodies of the 
.vlotltns awl- n special train bearing 
twenty- live Pittsburg police was hur- 
ried to the scene. 

The first sect In u of the train, con- 
sisting of six coaches and a hnggng>? 
car, bore the Royal itattallon of En- 
gineers of the Ohio Statu National 
Guard, nml on the second section was 
tho famous Tippecanoe Club of Cleve- 
land, with it hand, a ml about thirty 
women. 

The first section was slopped by & 
hot box. and the second, following so 
closely that the flagman had not time 
to go back far enough to prevent a 
collision, crashed Into It while running 
at a speed of forty mites nit hour. 

The rear enr was cut open as with 
a knife, while the second enr wna up- 
ended by the engine of the following 
train, which cut clear through the last 
car and Into It, 

Wreck and tiro alone did not kill, 
hut many died from asphyxiation, as 
the gaa tanks under the Ptillmnn cars 
exploded when the trains collided, and 
the gas rising In the crushed cars 
Bmothored those n I ready helpless, and 
Inter Ignited from ihe burning Jets, en- 
veloping the trnln In a mnss of flnnio. 
Both the trains were entirely de- 
stroyed. 

When the crash rnme the passen- 
gers In the renr car of the first trnln 
wore the principal sufferers, and it is 
mi Id that nearly nil the fatalities were 
In thin enr, A large n timber of the 
passengers In tho second section were 
Injured.

Chnnce to Win n Fortune, 
Few dlseoTcries. it is claimed, would 
have "greater or more Immedinte 7ttHi« 
than that of nn artificial mthstitute for 
India rubber. It nu*ans n fortune to ths 
one lucky, enough to perfect ih» idea In 
a commercially practical nmnner, A re- 
cent bulletin of tho Department of Com- 
merce shows that between 1KS-1 „iul io&l 
the importations of In din rubber Into 
tho United States Increased from ?10,* 
000,000 to about y-M.O0n.n00. mid that 
during this period the total vulue cf the 
rubber Imported was fMO.OOu.OOO. Coin- 
cldcntly, the value of crude rubber In- 
creased from about 4.1 cents n pound to 
nbout 70 cents, nnd the quantity requir- 
ed In the Industries of this country In 
1004 wns nbout 01,000,000 pounds, Tho 
Brazilian supply is failing, nnd tliu 
Quantity avallsblo from other sources 
Is not likely to permit the Industries 
dependent upon It to experience the. 
growth their Importance would warrant 
us In expecting. They now employ 
about 540,000,000 of capital. 



Monday's dispatches from tho Fur 
I£nst indicated that General Kuroptit- 
klu's uruiy wiih In desperate si rails 
uud that the full uC Mtikdeu was immi- 
nent. General Oku, column tiding the 
Japanese loft, turned the ltusslau right 
wing uud with bis victorious troops 
wus within five uud a butt miles of 
Kuroptitktu's hnse. 

Correspondents with the Czar's 
forces telegraph tlmt shells frum u kit's 
guns have been bursting wllbui three 
miles uf the Imperial Chinese tombs, 
which nn* Just outside ihe city of Muk- 
den. 

General »\ogl, with his, Port Arthur 
veterans, was reported Uaimnevlng m 
the Itiissliui center, but as suit It after 
assault wtis repulsed with lerrltlc loss. 
It Is declared that the casualties on 
both skies tire already tremendous. 
Gene ml Kttrokl, mi llu.* Jupiuiesu right, 
made steady advances, driving the en- 
emy before him, anil, from till reports, 
Field Mnrsbal Uyilllia remorselessly 
drew nbout Knropat kin's army a 
line of steel through which It was be- 
lieved that he could escape only nftor 
the most tor rill e struggle, If at all. Ho 
lost huge (j.i]inultic:> of ninm million 
and supplies and was forced to aban- 
don his wounded on tho Held, Bxpcrts 
declare that ihe crushing uf the litis- 
shin right wing and the inarch of Gen- 
eral Oku on Mukden would force im 
Immediate retreat on the part of the 
Czar's cum I n:i tnlur. 

Correspondents on both sides sny 
thnt the artillery duel which proceed- 
ed Bitndny outside of Mukden was ono 
of the most furious of the entire war. 
At times the entire plain within sight 
of the city wns enveloped In smoko 
from the bursting shrapnel shells. It 
Is estimated that the Russians have 
1.S0O guns, while the Japanese are not 
greatly inferior hi numbers. 

Advices front Toklo say thnt Field 
Marshal Oyitmn reports repulsing with 
heavy loss a number of Russian at- 
tacks on his right nml center. General 
Kiiropiitkin, In nn ottlelal dispatch to 
the Czar, admitted that the enemy wns 
closing In on Mukden, hut his report 
dealt urn I nly wit It the operations ulong 
his center, where he then seemed to bo 
holding his own. 

War Dnrlne the Week, 
During the week the great battle of 
Mukden continued, stubbornly fought 
on both sides. Apparently the Jap- 
anese were gaining right along, but so 
meager were the reports coming front 
both sides nnd so undfscovemble on 
any published maps were the places 
named In llirse meager reports that 
It Is Impossible to give any but the 
most general account of tho lighting, 

Feb. 11) the armies were drawn up 
facing each other. On their extreme, 
left the Russians had posted n dying 
detach m eut of two divisions, uncon- 
nected with the main line. Against 
tills force Kurokl, with the Japanese 
right, begun to move. Tho two Iso- 
lated divisions were coin pell ml to re- 
treat after u hard tight, nnd Kurokl, 
it appears, continued north, getting in 
behind tho main Russian lino and 
threatening to think the whole of 
Kuropntkln's army. That part of the 
country through which Gen. Kurokl 
operates Is mountainous, well suited 
to his men and to his style of lighting, 
nnd badly suited for the Hussions. 
Two Important pusses, Ta and Gauto, 
were taken by tile Japanese. 

While these movements were going 
on the centers of the two armies got 
Into a vigorous fight for the possession 
of Lone Trea'UIII. A terrific bom- 
bardment of eleven-Inch mortars 
brought from Port Arthur 1 fulled to 
weaken the defense sufficiently, for 
several Japanese assaults on the hill 
were repulsed. The object of tills 
lighting wns to prevent Kuropntkin 
from detaching troops from his center 
to assist his left. 

Gen. Oku, commanding the Japan- 
ese left, has had some hard flghCng 
with the Russian right, but the de- 
tails of tills affair are most unsatisfac- 
tory. The early Impression In St. Pe- 
tersburg seemed to be that Kurokl's 
Hanking movement would compel 
Kuropntkin to retrent northward 
from Mukden. The IlussIanB, who had 
already been whipped, in fourteen 
straight battles, were until roily u bit 
gloomy In the tlftccnth. 

If tlie Japanese Kin this campaign 
at all decisively that should end tho 
■war. If the Russians win tho war 
will co n tin tie, of course, for tho Czar 
would like nothing better than to r©r 
gain some of his lost prestige. 

It has been observed, and probably 
with considerable precision, that ono 
reason the Russian authorities nt 
home do not enro to have tho PghUng 
slop Is bpemise they are afraid to 
bring the army home. Soldiers return- 
ing from the front are usually swng- 
goring fellows, heroes In their com- 
munity, nrcustomed to nut of door life 
and liberty, ami not ti bit docile.

The manner In which a gang; ot 
forgers lu Warsaw have been discov- 
ered n in i broken up makes curious 
rending.

TATTOOING NOT UNCOMMON. 

l-'usltloiiiible lCiiKltsti People Hove the 
Craze, 

Iii the minim! report of the dtrector- 
getiertil of the medical department of 
the Itrlttsb uaxy appears ix paper by 
Stuu* Surgeon Pinch, of tlio Thesis, In 
which referenda la mndo to the case 
of n stoker who wnu tattooed nt Wol- 
lmlwel uud who smuseiiuently Buffered 
from h rush over his body. 

"Tattooing," snys the report, "Is 
now not uncommon Ju many widely 
scpurutcd classes of society nnd It 
would repay any one desiring lb in form 
of decoration to sco that the needles 
uecl nro sterilized." 

Inquiries umde show that the re- 
port as to tlio popularity of tattooing is 
qiilto correct. Airrcd Smith, who has 
tattooed over 15,000 persona— among 
them over 3,000 medical men— snld 
that with antiseptic treat incut there 
wns no fear of any disease, being 
spread and all his needles were ster* 
ilized. He prepares every nrm in tho 
sume way as a nurse would before on 
operation. Asked ns to whether fnsli- 
lonnble people lilted to bo tattooed, Mr, 
Smith said that a great many of ids 
clients wero society folk — "from dukes 
downward.'.' 

The nvcragc Umo for nu operation 
is one and a half hours and sometimes, 
when an elnbornta picture Ih being 
made, a ninti will cull twice a week 
for six months. Women und ctdldrew 
are also tattooed. Some women, It 
seems, like to have n little inscription 
on the third linger of the left hand, 
where It is covorcd by tho wedding 
ring. The inside of the upper arm ard 
the ankle are also favorite places for 
pictures. Men and women often come 
to bare Initials tattooed on their arms 
and sometimes, after a rcspectablo 
time, they want the initials altered. 
One young lady came — at different 
times— with eleven different men. At 
each visit she signed her name and 
tho signature wna tattooed on her com> 
puuton.'H arm. The young woman Is 
married now, but her husband 1ms 
not bis wife's maiden name on bis arm, 
will] a of the eleven young men whoso 
nnm* were eneo so ndoracd six have 
been hack to Mr. Smith to have the 
soma obliterated.

After voting solidly along pajty lines 
lu favor of their substitute! tweuty-slv 
Democrat* turned In Thursday and aid- 
ed in pus-dim the new primary hill prom- 
ised lo the people of the State by party 
conventions and by Gov, Detieeu during 
Ids nutoclcctioii campaign. The mensuro 
was ptiswed by the House without amend- 
ment, receiving 112 votes, while unly 
twenty members voted ngaiust it.

State PeiHocrnts. Fifteen Democratic 
members front Cook county voted Tor tho 
bill nud eleven country members uf that 
party put their shoulders to the wheel 
and gave the hill a strong boost oil tho 
way. Not a single Republican fell by tho 
wayside, eighty- four casting their vote* 
for the bill ns agreed upon in the cau- 
cus. Gnu in er. Prohibition 1st, and Mc- 
Crnskiu, Independent, furnished the oth- 
er votes, bringing the total up to 11'J. 
Senator Gardner Introduced a bill treb- 
ling the bond of notaries public, with u 
view to securing better men. 

A bill requiring tho sanitary district of 
Chicago to report on ?-i.">.li;H),O0(J expend- 
itures to tlie Governor and the Legisla- 
ture before duly 1. HKJCi, was introduced 
lu the House Friday morning by Mr. 
Klcemnli of Cook, lu addition three trus- 
tees ure required to submit biennially 
to the Senate and House uud the Gov- 
ernor separate reports of expenditure* 
and copies of all contracts made. More 
important than either of these provisions: 
is one giving the Governor and either 
branch of the Legislature the right to 
examine ihe books of tlie district by 
committee or otherwise, "ami to call for 
further reports, accounts, ilvins nud 
copies oT all contracts made, or docu- 
ments held in the possession of any trus- 
tees." Should the trustees refuse or fail 
lu report as provided they shall forfeit 
their olllce. Labor unions and citizens 
Opposed to the Stale militia will have to 
curb their efforts to force members of 
tlie National timtrd to resigu or leave I In- 
state «r be subject to n line of .<fl00 if 
t\ bill introduced by Representative Kcr- 
rick of Woodford passes. The bill pro- 
vides tlint any person who willfully de- 
prives a member of the National Guard 
or naval reserve of em ploy 10 cut or dis- 
suades any person from enlistment by 
threat or injury shall be termed guilty of 
a misdemeanor. Many labor organiza- 
tions have passed resolutions urging 
trades unionists not to join the guard, In 
some towns employers have dismissed 
employes because oT llieir connection 
witli the militia, and citizens have sought 
to intimidate guardsmen, Tlie Kerrick 
bill makes it possible to punish these 
practices. Representative Tniutnmuu in- 
troduced n bill giving boards of educa- 
tion the right to Ux the terms of 'school 
teachers nt live years. Certillcntes of the 
lirst grade may lie issued by ihe county 
superintendent for five years at n cost 
of JJo\ and for tlie second grnde, good for 
two years, at 11 cost of $2.
